Currency Statistics “Closing Gaps 
By HAROLD DON ALLEN 

Statistics relating to Allied Military Currency issues of World 
War II for Italy and for France have been adding useful information 
to records available to students of the series, but figures are far from 
conclusive to date. 

Insufficient information is on hand to provide a check-list of 
control number overprints for the French releases. Readers are re- 
ferred to the Flying Eaglet of May 6 for specifications required. 

Some valuable help has been received from a number of collectors 
in efforts to locate the “change over figures” from 1943 series to 1943-A, 
in Italian denominations of 5 lire and higher. All speciments of the 
1 lira and 2 lire notes are the 1943 type. 

Following are the highest serial numbers recorded for “Series 1943” 
and the lowest number for “Series of 1943-A” for the six denominations 
involved. Since the 1943-A series adds the denomination in words, 
presumably as a defence against alteration, it need not be assumed 
that all numbers of the 1943 type were released. If alteration proved 
flagrant, the higher “1943” numbers could have been destroyed un- 
issued. Nothing is certain, but the statistical help of collectors, or the 
recollections of a person directly concerned, should do much to clear 
up ‘he point.

Calgary Coin Association obtains much sought-after information 
from the Ottawa Mint. 

As was reported previously (Feb. Calgary Coin Association club 
report) the Calgary Coin Association forwarded a resolution to Cal- 
gary’s Federal Cabinet Minister Hon. D. S. Harkness requesting the 
release of the number of sets and individual silver dollars (so-called 
proof-like) issued by the Mint each year. 

The following is an excerpt from Mr. Harkness letter received 
by our secretary, Mr. D. M. Stewart, regarding our request: 

“Hon. D. M. Fleming informs me that he has arranged for the 
Master, Royal Canadian Mint, to make available at the end of each 
year, the number of sets and silver dollars issued in uncirculated 
form.” (See enclosed table for 1958 coins.) 

Collectors have been trying to obtain this information for years. 
We are indebted to Hon. D. S. Harkness for his assistance. 

At the same time we also requested the production of “Proof sets” 
rather than the present proof-like sets issued. This was answered 


|as follows: 


“I regret that it is not possible for the Mint to issue proof sets of 
coins. This would involve, I understand, the purchase of special 
machinery and the income on such transactions is not believed to be 
sufficient to cover the added expense.”

For want of anything better, I generally use the term “Maple 
Leafs” to describe the King George V nickels which began with 1922 
and ended with 1936. Centainly enough, the Maple Leaf is more in 
evidence as a design than is true of any of the others. All Maple 

Leafs are unalloyed and are pure nickel. 

Of this series, the 1925 is the most difficult, 
and obviously so, since only 200,000 were minted. 
Curiously enough, and until very recently, it could 
now and then be picked up in the coin rolls des- 
tined for return to Canada. However, this has be- 
come very much a thing of the past. They have 
been selling for around $5 in circulated condition. 

All United States banks close to the border 
handle Canadian money in large amounts and 
collectors in such places have a chance to pick up 
items frequently not too easy to come by. Of 
course, this is quite out of the question if you live 
very far south of the border. A few collectors here 
and there have been able to pick up all of the 
Maple Leafs by recourse to the banks and a sur- 
prising total of the coins are still in circulation. 

If a 1925 is wanted in brilliant uncirculated, then it is likely to be 
wanted for some time. Not too long ago, $45 was paid for one, but I 
doubt very much that such a thing could be done today because the 
coin is very difficult to obtain in the condition described. 


In 1937 Canada adopted the now familiar beaver as the central 
feature for the reverse on her nickels and this design is likely to be 
with us for a long time to come. The beaver design is highly appro- 
priate because these industrious creatures played a large and important 
part in the economy of early Canada. In fact, their skins were in use 
as a kind of currency and the profits of the Hudson Bay Company 
were largely derived from them. 

Because of war necessity, and because of the great value of nickel TWO-CENT 
as a war metal, the Tombacs came into existence, the first of them in Specials (10 Pieces)
